Tbe eeffcken iiKiiciiueut. 
Berlik, Jan. 17. — The Gell'ckon in- 
dictment states that Professor Gell'ckeii 
confoaaod that ho believed that Emperor 
Frederick would not have given him tho 
diary had he thought it would bo pub- 
lished. Prof. Goffcken made extracts 
from tho diary for his own use, never 
thinking that thu Emperor would die be- 
fore himself. He published the extracts 
show that Fruderick was tho moving 
power in the foundation of the empire.. 
On conqiaring thu abstracts published 
with copies of the diary in the possession 
of tho government, it appears that thu 
manuscript from which Geffcken copied, 
has diaappuared without leaving a trace. 
Tlireo witnesses wero addreaaed, Frau 
Krug, a widow, INIinister Von Sturck, and 
.;ie noveli.st Froytiig, to prove th;it Em- 
(icror Frederick never contemplated piib- 
iishing his diary. Tho violation of 
secrecy, which is tho base of tho 
change of treason, is treated under 
si.'c heads: First, tho origin and constitu- 
tion of tho empire; second, the relations 
of tho emiiire with tho Vatican; thinl, 
with Kuaaia; fourth, with England; fifth, 
with Lureiiiberg and the guaranteeing 
jioweis; and sixth, with lielgiuni and 
France. Under tho first head the indiet- 
niont says that the idea which Emperor 
Frederick contemplated, of employing 
force against the^ southern states, \f0uld 
begot a fear of such force in future, which 
might induce those status aa a safety pi o- 
cautioii to make agrooinonta with other 
p(jwers, damaging to their relations with 
tlir empire. The indictnioiit quotes the 
oQicial roporis from tho Pruasian legations 
in Bavaria, Saxony, Wurte in burg and Ba- 
den, and in this senae further diplomatio 
and somi-oflicial preaa reports from vari- 
ous Euroiiean capitida are quoted to show 
how atatOiuentH in the diary htu'e 
tended to injure Germany's in- 
terests abroad and distrust of the 
oernian empire. Tho indictment then 
proceeds to prove that Goffcken, bein^i a 
professor of public law, was perfectly 
aware of the consequence of publication. 
It quotes letters disproving tho state- 
ment that he was autf'ering from mental 
aberration, and uaserts that ho burneil 
the letters in order to put tho public on 
tho wrong track aa to tho .•luthorship of 
the article, and quotes expressions used 
by Gell'ckeii ii decade nsjo at Berlin, from 
which it is concluded his ambititm has 
been disappointed, and that ho desired 
tho overthrow of Bismarck, Two letters 
from Roggonbach wore found, dissuading 
GeiFcken from his intention to submit a 
memorial to the |)rcsoiit Kaiaor, and at- 
tacking and secretly trying to discredit 
Bismarck.

AN IGNOBLE NOBLEMAN. 

I'ho diHagreeiiiont betiveun Sir Kobert 
Morier and Count Herbert Bismarck has 
created iniite a stir in Europe. \u ar- 
ticle appeared in the Cologne Guzettc 
some little time ago iu which -Sii* Itobert 
was accused of having given Marshal 
Bnzaiue information of the moj^et^enta of 
1 10 German army at the opening of the 
campaign of 1870. The stoty was, that 
Bazaine had told a German officer whom 
he met in Spain that the tir.st information 
he had of the nioveinunts of the German 
army was cummiuiicated to him by Sir 
liiibert Miiricr, who was at the time in 
ciiiilidenlial lokitii.im with tlio Crown 
I'riuce Frederick. So tho article in tlie 
G'lzdtii not only attributed to Sir Robert 
Morier an.apt o^ base treachery but was 
a kind of back-hanaed attack on the 
memory of the lato Emperor. Luckily 
8ir Robert had obtained from Bazaine 
some tinm before he died an unqualified 
dintial of this slander. When he' saw the 
ai ticlu Containing the false accusations Sir 
K.ilieil wrote to Count llerbei't Bismarck 
asking liiiii as a man of honor und a gen- 
tleman to give all ollicial coiitrudiction to 
the a.speifiinii.s on his character that had 
aiip. ;ii cd ill iho (la-.i tte. The C'uiint'g 
reply though couched iu cold otiicial 
terms was as brutally insolent as it could 
well be. He said that neither tho cua- 
teuts nor tho tone of Sir Itobert's letter 
enabled him to comply 'with . its aston- 
ishing demands, and step out of the limits 
imposed on him by his official position in 
re^'ard to stateiiionta mado by thedcr- 
lu.'in pit.-.i.-i. It is evident that the Count, 
tl.uugh he did not in terms say that he 
lielicved the calumny, wished the world 
to rr.'^aid it HH true. Hin reply excited 
the nidignatiou of Sir iloliert Morier, and 
gave n.-50 to a feeling of contempt for 
Count Bismarck in every circle 
in which Sir Btibert Morier is 
known. This gentleman is an accom- 
plished British diplomatist and a man 
of high character and unstained honor. 
Wliera Sir Robert is known the story 
never gained a moment's credoiice. Llis 
reputation is such tiiat a report that the 
Prince of Walen was caught picking pock- 
ets would 1)0 reL;;irded i|uito as probable 
as that Sir Hubert Morier had boon guilty 
of a treaclleruu^^ era diblionorable act. But 
such is tho hatred of tho English in Court 
ciroles in Prussia and such the desire to 
bring into discredit the memory of the 
late Emporor that the Bismaroks; and oven 
the young Emperor hiriisolf.'iire reody to 
adopt almost any mcasurQ to annoy tho 
English and to crunte tlio impression that 
Frederick tho Noble was iioithur discroot 
nor patriotic. It was, expected that in liis 
speech at tho opening of the Reichstng 
rrineu Hismarck would make an allusion 
to the .Mdii'cr sltuidur in a way not calcul- 
ated to raLso that gentlomnn in tho estim- 
ation of the (iei'inan jieoplo, but tho latest 
advices inform us that if sucli was his in- 
tention ho tiiought ° it bust to refrain. 
There nre some points of resemblance be- 
tween the Morrell Maokonisie alTair and 
this Morier slander, and both were caloul- 
alod to make tho rjjlat ions between Groat 
Britain and Ourniany tho t'ovorso of pleas- 
ant. The publication of [mssages from the 
Into Kiiipi'ior'H iliaiy l>y Professor Ood'ek- 
en was an iH'ciicu which Biam.irck could 
not pardon becaiwo it had the ofluct of 
placing the Kmperor Frederick in a favor- 
obla light buforo tiio world, Tho pro.so- 
yutiori ol the rrufossor failed and it is evi- 



dent that nothinn that the Qtf^mloB of tho 
lato Emperor can do can lower him in tho 
estoom of tho good men of evovy nation. 

THE POST OFFICE. 

Tho information contained in tho Post- 
maator-Generara Report is both valuable 
and interesting. Wo loam from it that 
there aro in this Dominion as many as 
7,071 post ollicos in operation, and that 
tho mail routes agnregato 424,971 miles. 
There were 137 new post offices opened 
liist y^ear, and the routes were increased 
I'.'t^fs nul'el'.\' TlieWm^^ letters that 
passed through the mails last year was 
80,200,000. Tho whole amount of nuiil 
matter, letters, post-cards, newspapers, 
and packages was 132,089,000. Thin 
gives twenty-six per head of tho popula- 
tion. In Groat Britain it is forty-aix, and 
it is thirty in tho United States. 

Tho reader will bo able to judge of the 
safety of tho rogisterod letter which he 
sends by mail when ho knows that the 
number of letters of that kind which 
passed through tho mails in 1888 wore 
3,580,000. Of this immonso number of 
registered letters 1!)7 wore abstracted. 
In 74 of these ca.sea the contents were 
mado good by the otlicora, who after care- 
ful investigation were held resjionsiblo 
for the loss. Six letters were accidentally 
destroyed in transit; 31 were stolen from 
the post ortico or from the mails en route, 
tho contents of which were not recovered; 
in 39 the contents either wholly or in 
l>art were alleged to have been missing, 
but no evidence was^ obtainable, and 25 
were contained in mails or packages stilted 
not to have reached tho otiices for which 
they were intended. It will be seen from 
this that tho percentage of registered 
letters that go astray ia not by any means 
large — Hot two hundred in three millions 
and a half. Money is sumetimea sent in 
unregistered letters. .\s we have aeen, 
80,200,000 of these paH-n'rl through tho 
Post Office. How many of these con- 
tained money is not known, but 316 said 
to contaui money did not reach their 
destination. This again speaks well for 
tho honesty and tho usefulness of the 
Postolhce oflicials and others to whom tho 
mails are OMtniated. The chances that a 
letter, no matter what it may contain, will 
reach its destination if it ia legibly and in 
other respects pro])erly addressed, are 
about 250,000 to one. If it is badly ad- 
dressed or the person to whom it is ad- 
dressed cannot be found, it is sent to the 
dead letter office. The number of letters, 
post cards and packages that passed 
through tho dead letter otUco last year 
was 910,029. Owners were found for all 
but 034 of theso letters. The importance 
of having a letter properly signed and 
diitod will be seen from the fact that if 
it ia returned to the dead letter othce tho 
clerks, if they cannot lind the name of the 
sender and the place in which it was writ- 
tun, will not bu able to return it to the 
writer. Some jieople are very careless in 
tills respect. Many sign only their chris 
tian ur pet name, and some forget to sign 
their letters at all. The carelessness of 
some letter writers the clerks at the dead 
letter olhcea hnd to be phenomenal. 

The net postal revenue of the year 
amounted to $2,803,419 and the e.xpendi 
turo 5*3,033,377. Tho actual deficit was 
Su()li,9!J9, which is a good deal Icsa than 
tho deficit of 1887, that being .i;80 t,84r 
The deficit of 1880 was 8911,031. It will 
be seen from this that the money given for 
t!io postage stamp does not pay for the 
carriage of the letter. The taxpayers of 
tlio Dominion have to pay a fractional 
part of the postage of every letter and 
package that go through tho mails. As 
lung as this is the case it ia not wise to 
ask tlie Government to lowor the rate of 
postage. The increase of buaineas on the 
very long and thitily ae'.tlcd mail routes 
of tho Dominion wiadd nut make up for 
Lie loss caUaod by loivelilig the late.1. 



ANOTHER CHANUE of HASE. 

Tho report that the Liberal party ban 
witlnlrawn from its jilatform the uuro" 
stricted reciprocity [)lank, is most proba- 
bly true. The wonder is, not that tlie 
Liberals have at)aiuh)iied that policy, but 
tliat they over took it up. It seemed 
strange to see » Canadian party adopt a 
policy that it was impossible for it to carry 
out vvithpiit the co-operation of a foreign 
nation. Tariff reform, or even absolute 
froo trade, could be brought ;about 
by the Canadians themselves if a majority 
of tliB people was in its favor. All that 
\ras roijuired would be to got that ma- 
jority. But if the .'uh'ocate.a of unrcatrict-

ing majority at tlu; polla for their [lolicy, 
they would be aa far as ever from getting 
what they wanted. They woidd Irive to 
win over to their si-.le a majority of tho 
ITnitod States Congress. This tlioy would 
yisry lilcely find it impossible to do, for 
the last presidential election, which was 
run on the tariff reform issue, showed that 
a majority of the states are opposed, not 
only to having frco trade with any coun- 
try whoae products come into com[ietition 
with their own, but that they disapprove 
of lowering their present high iM'otuctivo 
tariirin favorof any country. It was then 
unwiHO and unpractical for a Canadian 
political party to make tho main issue be- 
tween it and its opponent a change in tho 
fiscal policy of tho country, which it 
would be impossible for it to effect, even 
if it should be viotorious. It is evident 
that Mr. Laurior and the leading liberals 
see tho awkward position in which they 
ha Ye placed theniselves. Tliey couldj not 
honestly promise their supporters free 
trade with tho I'nitod States, even if 
tlioy did come into powor. The moat 
they could do would bo to toll the peo- 
ple they were willing to establish free 
trade with the I'liilud States as aoon as 
the Americana were willing to rociprocatu. 
But when that would 1)0 they could not 
bi^V.ei theiromptest conooption. 

The issues of Canadian parties must 
nocoisarily bo Canadian. Tho trade ro- 
lotlons with a foreign country can novor 
ho a part of its policy until the attitude 
assumed by that country is well known. 
Of coiirso it is competent for a Canadian 
piiity to adopt tho British trade policy, 
^^lncl! is to admit nearly all the commodi- 
tica produced by foreign countries ^reo, 
without roquirinK thorn to reciprocate. 
Uut there are very few indeed in tho 



Dominion i^ho are prepared to bupporfc a 
British free trade policy. 

There is something humiliating in tho 
attitudo of a country which is continually 
begging an unwilling neighbor to grant it 
trade privileges ; j'et that would be the 
attitude which Canada would assumo if 
tho unrestricted trade party should come 
into power. The Government would, in 
order to fulfil the pledges of its members 
and to carry out its policy, have to go on 
its knees trt the United States Govern- 
ment to bog it to e^itablish. mutual frte 
trado with Canada. ..The answer it would 
most probably receive would bo the 
same as some Americana have already 
made to tho advances of Canadian Lib- 
erals, which was : "Wo cannot unite with 
you commercially unless you aro also pro- 
pared to unite with us politically." The 
unrestricted:.trade Government would then 
find itself without power to carry ,out its 
policy, for there are very few indeed in 
Canada who aro prepared to sever their 
connection with Groat Britain in order to 
obtain tho advantages to be derived from 
an unrestricted trado with the United 
States. The abaudonmont of tho (pieaticm 
of unrestricted trado « ith the United 
States leaves the Liberal party literally 
without a policy and a party without a 
policy is too weak to hold together long.

What Ur. Adam Brown, K. P., of HamtltoD, 
Saw'in Tlotorlo— HlB Improssioni of 
British Colombia. 

Victorians will remember Mr. Adam 
Brown, M. P., of Haniiltoi., who visited 
this city a couple of mouths ago in com- 
pany with another prominent eastern gon- 
tlcnian.

In tho morning 1 was uj) 
bright and early taking in the sights for 
myself. The situation of Victoria is most 
beautiful, and this is theunlveroal verdict 
of every tourist. As we were enjoying 
our breakfast, and 1 may say bore that 
nothing can surpasa the table of tlu; 
Driard, and but very few hotola ucpial it, 
in came our jolly friend Colonel Prior, 
M. P., one of the popular members for 
Victoria, and in his hearty and military 
.stylo informed us that we were 
to .be at his command all tho time 
wo remaine<l in this beautiful city. He 
decorated my friend and myself with 
button-holes of Ijoautiful llowers. 1 have 
said that Victoria is most beautifully situ- 
ated. I waa very much struck with tho 
imjioaing looking buildings on its principal 
streets, and with the general air of busi- 
ness in tho place. 1 bail boon told it was 
an old fashioned and a slow place; 1 
didn't lind it .so. I found the people a 
live pecjplo, uiost hospilablo and kind, 
full of energy for public entei'i)iises, and 
with plenty of money to liack tbeiii. 

"Colonial Brior, iu company with Mr. 
.V. W. Jones, tho agent of tho Caniida 
Life .\ssiiiaiice Company, and Mr. Thoa. 
ll.dl, managing partner of the Rice Mills, 
drove tts behind a spanking t«aiu to Esqui- 
nialt, and I can tell you a lovely drive it 
waa. Wo were taken on board her Ma- 
jesty's shi|) 10s|)iegle, and had a very warm 
reception from tho captain, who person- 
ally showed us all. over his ship. We 
spent an hour moat i)rotitably in inspect- 
ing the dry dock, a work of which any 
country may be proud. 

" On returning, wo made several calls, 
among which wa.s oni /which gave mo special 
(U;light, jMrs. Gillespie, whom 1 had 
known from childhood ; and it being Mrs. 
Nelson's day wo wont to Govurnmont 
House whore wu were received with every 
mark of kindness. Tho Governor took us 
through the grounds, the view from which 
ia aimiily niagniticeiit, tlie Olympian 
range ot iiKJiintains being very distinct 
and clear from the garilcns. 1 cut 
branches of holly and ivy and laurel, and 
as we w;uulered about I could fancy that 
we were tian.sported to England, hi our 
drives through tho outskirts of Victoria 
we saw lots of Scotch broom— "the linnet 
in the broom" was not there, but Scotch 
broom w.is. It seemed strange to mo that 
the vcs.sels to and fiom China and Jajiaii 
did not touch at N'ictoria but 1 v/i\!i after- 
wards informed that the re.ison was, that 
their doing so would cause a dolay of 
twenty-four hours in the despatching of 
mails. How this may be it is not for me 
to s.ay. 

"We called <mi Mr. E. Crow Baker, 
M. P., and found him chir|)y as over, and 
busy as a b(;e. After seeing a nunibar of 
friends wo dined at Colonel Prior's house. 
After dinner wo were escorted through 
the Chinese (|Uarter by tho suiierintend- 
ent of police. 1 was very much interested 
in conversing with tlieChinese merchants, 
snmc of whom are- mo.sl intelligent men, 
.uui one in iiarticular wluj spoko English 
most tiuontly, extracted from mo the sort 
of teas that suit the market, a.s ho called 
it " on the utlitr side." Whuii we left 
wh.vt I regard as the street of mercliants, 
wo |iassed Oil and into the joss house, the 
(Jbiniae place of worship, the won.lers of 
which, in the shape <if rich drapery ai,<l 
carving, surprised me. How shall 1 dea- 
crilie tlie opium dens / 1 had often heard 
of them, but 1 never could have believed 
that ill a civilized community such places 
could bo tolerated. We entered one after 
another, and each was worse than the 
last. Before wo got through wo visited 
places wbei'c the stench and vermin were 
sickening. NVhat asti)i;isbed us mure wa.s 
tli.it there appears to be no sanitary reg- 
ulations in regard to them. 

".\ w riter in a recent issue of tlie 0(obe, 
speaking of Victoria, says : ' It is one of 
if j the slowest citii;s (jiio would care to .strike. 
It ia ea.seutially British, heavy and dull; 
they call ibennfelves the Koyal Colony, 
etc., etc' 1 difler from the writer; it is 
not heavy and dull. His remark about 
being essentially British ia evidently h 
sneer which I repel. It is truly, essen- 
tially Britisli, and, besides, all tho gentle- 
men with whom 1 came iu contact wore 
energetic, busy, enterprising men. 1 had 
beard a groat deal before f reached Vie 
toiia, of their calling Caii.-ulians "Nor 
American Chinese." Thoy may have 
called US names in years gone bye, but 
1 met with nothing of the kind, and if 
there should bo such a foolini; dormant 
amongst any of the Victorians, 1 shoulil 
say it is being quickly pushed to tho wall 
by the young blood that is uppermost. 

"It i.s(|Uite natural that a city lilio Vic- 
tnria, and a province like I'.ril isb Columbia 
■should feeltlie change from being a Crown 
(-Colony, where, no doubt, there used to 
be largo expenditure, to tliu now position 
of a i)rovinc() in conloderation, where the 
stout heart, tho strong arm and tho 
energy of young life is called into exer- 
cise to carve out its groat future, to un- 
earth tho hidden tronsiires of that woiulor- 
ful country, to increase its coinniorco, and 
to magnify its iniport.nice as part of our 
gre.it Doiuiiii(jii. This writer in tho 
Ulobi: further said that ' tho loyal sonti- 
nioiit in Victoria beats thin in spots with 
the wear and tear of time, and tho fabric 
proniisea to continue to grow gauzy and 
thill.' I pronounce tliisto bo unfounded, 
f<u' iiciwliero in this broad Dominion have 
1 met with more loyal hearts and true 
than in the (Ulyof Victoria. While call- 
ing at tho dopartmontal building to see 
my friend. Mr. P. /E. Irving, and to visit 
Mr. C. Booth, whom I had met in tho 
train, 1 bud quite a conversation witii 
Mr. Begg, who is taking such a deep in- 
terest in settling tho crofters on tho 
I'acilic coast. This gentleman doaorvus 
the greatest encourageiiient from tiie 
British Columbia government in the work 
he has in hand, i truly wish him every 
success. 



and enorgy has its reward, where happi- 

noBS, following successful labor, is enjoy- 
ed; a land where idleness has no place, 
where men with stout hearts and strong 
arms win tho day; a land whore young 
life is carving out a groat future; a land 
which, to blossom has but to be touched ;
